Underpaid And Unappreciated 


tConllni»cd from Page I) 
provrm fnt In tho social statu* of tho 
teacher 
flwi la 
highly 
desirable, 
Petty 
and 
meaningless restraint* 
forced upon teachers by official reg­ 
ulation*. or by social pressure, should 
be removed or corrected; a ban on 
marriage of women teachers, for 
example. 
And retirement and other forms 
of professional 
.security call 
for 
thoughful consideration and adjust­ 
ment. In this connection, perm it me 
to quote MLW Lois M cF arlan d , who 
taught English 
and 
history 
for 
seven years in the Collingswood high 
school in New 
Jersey. She 
quit 
teaching “because it is the mast un­ 
derpaid and unappreciated of the 
learned professions; because teach­ 
ers are looked up:n as social m is­ 
fits or silly old maids, and because 
many teachers feel th a t the condi- 
tloa* under which they must op­ 
erate do not perm it them to do a 
real job cf teaching.” In short, we 
get Just about w hat we pay for. 
whether it be an automobile or a 
teacher, and a good one in either 
case deserves our best care and a t­ 
tention. 
Need Educated Voters 
Nothing cries louder for more and 
better education than the 1940 cen­ 
sus: It discloses that the average 
cittern, 20 years of age. has attended 
school only nine years. No one can 
deny that sufficient education 
is 
absolutely necessary to enable a vot­ 
er lo properly weigh fundam ental 
problems essential to the survival 
of popular gpverment. And the rigid 
accounting of Selective Service was 
a measure of the fitness of American 
youth for duties of citizenship In 
war time. A total of 676,000 young 
men and women were rejected for 
m ental or educational 
deficiency. 
Among registrants in the draft 350.- 
000 could not write, and had to use 
a mark when signing their names. 
As many men were lost to the U. 8. 
m ilitary service in W orld W ar II. 
because of physical unfitness, as we 
had under arm s in all theaters of 
World W ar I. These physical and ed­ 
ucational inadequacies were as much 
of a handicap to war production as 
they were to m ilitary efficiency. They 
are as great a liability in peace as 
in war. 
Need Parents’ Support 
These are startling facts, and, once 
they become generally known, I am 
confident the parents of our boys 
and girls will see to it th a t the 


schools and the teaching profession 
are given the support necessary to 
n.eet 
today's educational require­ 
ments. 
The average parent is so much 
tonct rned with his own affairs that, , 
ordinarily, he gives only perfunctory 
attention 
to 
the school and 
Its 
problems; or he may be one of those 
who do not regard formal education 
of prune im portance to a successful 
career. This brings to mind the story 
of a father and m other in one of our 
western states, and their only boy. 
Bill. Bill had bern brought up on his 
father’.* farm , and managed, along 
with plenty of hard work, to gradu­ 
ate from the local High school. This, 
his father thought, was sufficient 
schooling for him, and, too, it would 
mean a struggle and many sacri­ 
fices on the part of his parents if 
he were to go to college. But Bill, 
with his m other's support, finally 
overcame the old gentlem an’s ob­ 
jections and prejudices; and now, 
after 4 long years, it was Commence­ 
ment Day and Bill was the honor 
student; he was the valedictorian of 
his graduating class. 
Im portance of Farm er 
The ceremonies were about to be­ 
gin and his father and m other were 
seated in the huge auditorium. It 
was a real event for them for they 
seldom left the farm , not even for 
a picture show. Neither of thpm had 
been to 
the college before. The 
money required for the trip went to 
Bill for his tuition and other ex­ 
penses. I hey sat in the rear of the 
hall and felt decidedly out of place, 
even if their Bill was at the head of 
his class. M other Jones huddled close 
to Dad, 
her 
wrinkled hand 
lying 
quietly in his. Then their Bill got up 
to speak. He was a brilliant boy and 
spoke with a simple eloquence in a 
conversational tone. It was im pres­ 
sive; it was eloquence in the best 
sense because it had what is called 
“tile eloquence of facts.” He was 
talking about things with which 


he was familiar—the Importance of * 
the farm er to the Nation. 
Proud Parents 
The old couple couldn’t believe 
their eyes end ears. T hat surely J 
couldn't be their careless, often friv­ 
olous, fun-loving Bill. But it was I 
Tears 
ran 
down 
their 
bronzed, 
wrinkled 
faces as they 
snuggled 
closer to each other in their pride 
and happiness. They did not even 
attem pt to wipe away the tears but 
let them dry on their cheeks. Then 
Bill launched into a tribute to farm ­ 
ers in general, and to his father and 
m other in particular, telling what 
they meant to him personally, w hat 
they had sacrificed for him so th at 
he m ight get an education. He said 
he and his fellow graduates were 
going to contribute pl! and every­ 
thing they could 
toward making 
this old world a better place in 
which to live, because they had fa­ 
thers and m others back of them who 
believed in them, like his own m other 
and Dad. 
W hen Bill’s speech was finished 
the old farm er, who h adn’t shown 
so much sentim ent in years of m ar­ 
ried life, squeezed his wife’s hand 
with his plow-handle-holding grip 
and said: MA. THAT BOY IS THE 
BEST CROP WE EVER DREW 
IS N T HE WONDERFUL, MA? Ma 
couldn’t answer because of the lump 
in her throat, but the light in her 
eyes spoke louder th an words.
